Lorden recently entered two of her works of 
art into the regional Scholastic Art and Writing Awards 
contest, thinking that perhaps one of them might be 
awarded some kind of prize. Little did she know that her 
watercolor and micron pen mixed media piece titled "The 
Closet'' would head to Carnegie Hall to be displayed in 
an exhibition of the nation's best student artwork after 
winning the silver award in the national contest.

Chapter Land Program Saves Landowners Money

"Money is fast, wisdom is slow," USD A Certified 
Farm Planner Linda Rinta said on the pressures of selling 
land to new developments. 

Rinta has over 40 years of farming experience, 
from cranberry bogs to beach grass, blueberries, 
Christmas trees, and more. Although cranberry bog land 
isn't suitable for building, "seductive offers" are always 
asking farmers to sell their land. Not only are many 
farmers pressured to sell their land, but there is also fear 
that the next generation won't be able to maintain the 
land. One opportunity that helps to ensure the present 
and future of lands such as Rinta' s is applying for Chapter 
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61 tax reduction programs. 

Speaking from experience and from her career, 
Rinta spoke at the March 19 Mattapoisett Public Library's 
meeting on Chapter Lands. On behalf of the farmers who 
"really do it for the lifestyle," she gave advice on what it 
is like to have chapter land. 

Not only does having protected land add value to 
the community, it also provides the landowner with peace 
of mind by stopping building contractors from constantly 
knocking on your door, asking you to sell or build on 
your land. Once your land is registered under Chapter 61, 
it becomes off limits to build on, which takes the stress off. 

The concept of chapter land first began in 1941 
for forestry and agricultural preservation. Today, chapter 
land is divided into three branches: Chapter 61 - Forestry, 
61 A - Agriculture, and 61B - Open Space / Recreation, 
which was added in 1979 to preserve golf courses. 

According to the Massachusetts Department of 
Conservation and Recreation (DCR), forestry applies to 
land-growing forest products, including wood, timber, 
Christmas trees, and other products produced by forest

"Landowners receive a property tax reduction 
in exchange for a commitment to keep their land 
undeveloped and to manage it for forest products/' 
says the DCR. Chapter 61 - Forestry is for the long-term 
development of trees and requires a forest management 
plan. 

DCR states that Chapter 61 A is for land-growing 
agricultural or horticultural products, including fruits, 
vegetables, ornamental shrubs, timber, animals, and 
maple syrup. Although there was a comment made from 
the audience questioning leasing solar farms as potential 
agriculture. Chapter 61 does not yet recognize the use of 
solar farming as agriculture. 

Chapter 61B, according to the DCR, is for land 
in open space and/ or recreation. Recreational uses 
must be open to the public or to members of a nonprofit 
organization, though the landowner may charge a fee 
for these services, which may include uses such as 
campsites, skiing, swimming, picnicking, commercial 
horseback riding. However, there are some ways around 
the public access requirement - such as a golf course with 
private memberships that offers a once-a-year public 
access, typically done in the winter months - while still 
remaining under the regulation for chapter lands. 

If the use of your land changes, it is possible to 
change your property to a different branch of Chapter 
61 without being penalized. Another positive aspect of 
this tax reduction is that it can be applied to nonprofit 
organizations such as the Buzzards Bay Coalition. 

To qualify for chapter land, you must have 10 
acres for Chapter 61 or five acres for 61 A and 61B. It 
should be noted that home /barn structures are considered 
to be valued at one acre. Chapter 61 must be applied for 
every 10 years, while 61 A and 61B must be applied for 
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annually, for which you might receive friendly reminder 
calls from your Town to apply before any upcoming 
deadlines. 

This year's deadline for Chapter 61A and 61B is 
October 1. 

Since the property price and taxes change every 
year for the area, the cost does fluctuate with sales and 
will change your values. 

According to guest speaker Kathleen Costello, 
MAA principal assessor, a conveyance tax is not really 
done, but there could be a roll back tax, which does add 
up quickly and can seem like a daunting task. 

The property will be on file for five years after 
the application and, once chapter land is granted for your 
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508-758-2455 
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property, a lien will be placed on property for the Town, 
which will be added to the deed and require a small fee at 
the town registry 

The property tax is based on its current use 
instead of its commercial value. It is important that you 
provide maps detailing the special use plans when you 
apply for chapter land. It is common for there to be a site 
visit during the application process to verify the map 
layout and application. The main purpose of this is to 
determine the long-term maintenance control of land. 
Currently, there are 158 parcels under Chapter 61, 37 
parcels under 61 A, and 80 parcels under 61B. 

There are 120-day extensions available. Costello 
reassuringly stated, ''You won't be taxed out of property 
and out of farming. Even on a bad year, like this winter. 
There is help for those bad years; come see me. We don't 
want to see you fail. I will work with you, always." 

Joe Perry, DCR service forester, reinforced that the 
purpose of this tax reduction is to preserve the land. Perry 
said that there is a "lot of bad information out there." 

"It's not as confusing as everyone thinks it is," 
said Perry. "It really is a great program." When the 
audience asked him questions about their personal 
options with the land and what will be permitted. Perry 
said, of course, anything that damages the property 
environmentally, such as dirt bike trails, will not be 
accepted. 

Perry said there are government-funded 
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stewardships with conservation and chapter programs to 
cover financial costs. He recommends always planning 
ahead for the future of the land, even in a Chapter 61 (a 
ten-year renewal plan). It would be prudent to plan ahead 
if you need to hire a new forester over time. 

The final guest speaker was Phil Benjamin from 
Benjamin Forestry Services, who has over thirty years 
of experience managing properties. In recent years, he 
has begun to use new technology, such as GPS and GIS 
systems, to help survey the land over time and map 
out where samples have been taken. Common samples 
that are taken are for recording data on animal habitats, 
species, number of trees, diseases in trees, growth rings 
in trees, conditions of soil, and to document where power 
lines are and to make sure they are cleared as needed, and 
more. 

Before Benjamin uses technology, he simply 
surveys landowners on what they would like to do with 
their land. DCR provides a personal survey of questions 
to see what the best options and wisdom could be offered 
to you and your land. Benjamin speaks out that the 
"landowner objectives and getting to know the owner's 
interests is the first task. Land is more than just growing 
trees on their property.'' 

In closing, while saving money on property 
taxes can be a financial break for landowners, chapter 
lands also provide benefits for the area, animal habitat, 
water and air quality, and privacy. As guest speaker Phil 
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Benjamin of Benjamin Forestry Services said, we must 
"work with Mother Nature/'

Once again, I enter the way back machine of my 
mind. Tm heading to the 1950s - a time when fast food 
was a peanut butter and jelly sandwich on white bread 
whipped up in 30 seconds by your mother. In those days, 
90 percent of all food was eaten at home, period.

the committee after losing last year by a narrow margin. 
Candidates David MacDonald and Jessica Harris, vying 
for the seats left vacant by Jay Pateakos and committee 
Chairman Joseph Scott, who both announced they would 
not seek reelection, join Ouellette on the ballot. 

There is a fourth contested race for town 
moderator, now that long-term Moderator David Titus 
chose not to seek reelection. Patricia MacArdle and 
Matthew Nowick are the two choices for town moderator, 
a one-year term. 

Uncontested races are as follows: Reelection 
candidate Ray Pickles for assessor. Board of Health 
reelection candidate John Howard, and there are no 
candidates running for the one available seat on the Open 
Space Acquisition Commission. 

The yes or no referendum question is "Shall the 
town vote to accept the provisions of section six C of 
chapter forty of the General Laws, which authorize cities 
and towns to appropriate money for the removal of snow 
and ice from private ways therein open to public use?" 

The 2015 Marion Annual Election is May 15. The 
polling station is the VFW Hall at 465 Mill Road. Polls 
open at 8:00 am and close at 8:00 pm. 

New Trash System Headed for Success

For some residents, the start of the new trash and 
recycling collection program in January was a challenge, 
with February bringing some of the worst winter weather 
in recorded history. ABC Disposal Operations Manager 
Jerry Dugan even called it the worst February in his entire 
career while talking trash with the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen on March 23. 

"You couldn't have picked a worse week," said 
Chairman Bradford Morse, looking back on the start of 
the program.

"A lot of people didn't want to use it (the new 
system), or couldn't use it/' said Dugan, adding that some 
with certain circumstances could be accommodated using 
the trash receptacles they already had. The snow banks so 
far have kept the new automated arm trucks out of use, 
while the older manual disposal trucks have been used 
until recently. Those trucks are now ready to go. 

'AH in all, I think it was pretty successful," said 
Dugan. However, there were a few issues for the trash 
collectors, especially in the more rural areas of Rochester. 
"Some of the directions, like, 'take a left at the oak tree' 
were kind of tough to get to," said Dugan. 

Town Administrator Michael McCue said Dugan 
and his people have been "extremely responsive" and 
accommodating to make the transition as seamless as 
possible. 

"I'm very surprised," said McCue. "It was a 
major change for the residents. ... I won't say it's been 
completely seamless," he continued, "but it's been the 
next best thing." McCue gave a knock on wood on the 
table. "I think we're over the hump." 

Some residents are still overloading their trash 
carts, however, and by the beginning of May, the Town 
could start notifying some residents deemed to be abusing 
the trash system and barely using their recycling carts, or 
not at all. 

"The [recycling] cart should be pretty full every 
other week with a standard size family," said Dugan. 
One can tell when one is not recycling. Having said that 
as well, recycling is indeed up, with recycling amounts 
increasing "incredibly," as Dugan noted. 

Residents with any further concerns should 
contact the town administrator's office. 

Also during the March 23 meeting, Sharon Lally 
from the Rochester Council on Aging presented the board 
with an update on the goings-on at the Rochester Senior 
Center. 

After a half -hour discussion, one thing was 
clear - contemporary senior centers nowadays are a lot 
more than just a bingo hall. And even with a budget that 
only accounts for just one-percent of the Town budget, 
the COA is still able to act as a vital community service.

Twenty percent of the Rochester population 
is over the age of 60, and that number, Lally said, is 
expected to rise to 30 percent by 2030 as the baby boomer 
generation continues to age. 

The Senior Center is working on a few 
improvements to the center, namely an addition to the 
building to accommodate a new senior day care program, 
as well as the reorganization of the center to add an 
additional activities room to host a small fitness center.

Lally said the CO A FY15 budget was $213,468, 
but additional grants brought the center's overall 
expendable funds to $234,029. Lally added that the in- 
kind value of the services provided by town departments 
like the Highway Department and the Facilities 
Department would total $107,700. 

'T think that's pretty darn good,' said Lally. 

CO A board member Greenwood ''Woody" 
Hartley told selectmen, "It's a half a million-dollar 
program that you're getting at half price . . . and it's 
because of all the volunteers." 

"It's come a long way from what it was," said 
Selectman Naida Parker. "You've done a great job." 

In other matters, the snow and ice removal 
budget is about to exceed $190,000 and could exceed 
$200,000 once the Town pays the invoices from last 
weekend's wintery weather. That amount is about 
$122,000 over the FY15 budget, with $68,000 allocated for 
snow and ice removal. 

"Every town and city in the state ... is grappling 
with excessive [debt] as a result of this atrocious winter," 
said McCue. He said FEMA money would probably make 
its way to Rochester - eventually. "The money will come. 
I'm just not holding my breath." 

The next meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen is March 30 at 7:00 pm at the Rochester Town 
Hall.

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Passport Office Closes, Town Appeals Decision 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen 
By Jean Perry 
The Town of Mattapoisett is going to fight the 
Boston Passport Agency's abrupt decision to close the U.S. 
passport office at the Mattapoisett Town Hall as of March 
31. 

In a March 10 letter from the agency addressed 
to Passport Agent Paula Butterfield, the agency cited 
low numbers in participation as the reason behind the 
decision, but Town Administrator Michael Gagne told the 
Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen on March 24 he disagrees 
that servicing 64 residents last year is low, considering the 
smaller population of the town. 

"Washington says that any agency that's 
not processing 250 or more passports should be shut 
down,'' said Gagne. He told the Boston Passport Agency 
representative over the phone, 'T beg to differ with you." 

Gagne said one could not simply compare 
a number between two cities or towns, for example, 
Brockton and Mattapoisett. Getting nowhere with 
the representative over the phone, Gagne contacted 
Representative Bill Keating' s office for assistance and then 
filed an appeal with the Boston Passport Agency. 

Gagne said the local office often services the 
elderly, and parents have come in with their children, 
making the service much more convenient and comfortable 
than going to the city to process passports.

"I think it's a great thing/' said Gagne. "I don't 
understand." 

Also during the meeting, the board appointed 
two new members to fill the two vacant seats on the 
Mattapoisett Agricultural Commission after brief 
interviews with the two applicants. 

Michael King, also a member of the Conservation 
Commission, and newcomer Michael Dubuc will 
each bring their own experience and expertise to the 
commission, which serves as a an agency providing 
advocacy and representation of residents involved in 
farming and agriculture as issues arise. 

This appointment precedes an article on the 2015 
Annual Town Meeting warrant that would officially 
designate Mattapoisett as a "Right to Farm Community." 

Dubuc told selectmen he has many years 
working in the cranberry industry, both in Quebec and 
Massachusetts. 

"Fm very involved with cranberries," said Dubuc. 
"I figured, Fm in agriculture ... I thought I could throw 
my hat in." 

King told selectmen that for three years he has 
been learning the regulatory processes of agriculture and 
his service on the ConCom would enhance his service on 
the Agricultural Commission since many farms involve 
encroachment of wetlands resource areas. 

"I think it's a great benefit to the Town and I look 
forward to the opportunity to serve the Town," said King.

In other matters, Gagne reported on Highway 
Surveyor Barry Denham's attendance at the Plymouth 
County Highway Association meeting and provided some 
"interesting data/' as he put it. 

Reading from a sheet of data from various towns 
pertaining to the expenses related to the ''winter of 
misery/' Gagne called the information eye-opening, and 
he also celebrated that Mattapoisett fared better than most 
other towns on the list. 

Mattapoisett, with 59 miles of road to plow and 
salt, expended $129,362 so far this fiscal year. That boils 
down to $2,192 per mile. Other towns did not do as well. 

Lakeville with its 79.7 miles of road spent 
$275,962 or $3,462 per mile. The numbers varied, with the

Gagne praised Denham for his management of 
snow removal during the worst storms this year and said, 
luckily, that Mattapoisett will be able to use free cash to 
cover the budget shortfall, in addition to federal dollars 
ranging from $24,000 to $30,000 in reimbursement still to 
come. 

Also during the meeting, Gagne asked residents to 
visit the Town website to express any interest in learning 
more about the Van Pool Ride, which requires 14 residents 
to sign up for more information in order to begin the 
process for consideration. Gagne said so far he only has 
eight people signed up, and he encouraged residents 
to sign up even if they are only somewhat interested in 
hearing more about the commuter service. 

Conservation Commission members are seeking 
resident feedback on a proposed draft wetlands bylaw, 
viewable on the Town website under "town news.'' 
Residents can leave comments and feedback online. 

The board met briefly with the Tri-Town Herring 
Inspectors who told selectmen the drawn-out winter has 
delayed the herring count, with ice still covering much 
of the still-cold waters. Counters are usually placed in 
the second week of March, and the gentlemen do not 
anticipate placing the herring counters until at least the 
first weekend in April.

Budget Season Close to Closing

Despite a $14,000 shortfall, Marion Finance 
Committee Chairman Alan Minard is confidant in the 
Marion Fiscal Year 2016 budget. 

The March 19 meeting was brief, with only 
three FinCom members present to meet with Norman 
Hills on behalf of the Planning Board and the Capital 
Improvement Planning Committee. 

With NPDES (National Pollutant Discharge 
Elimination System) permit problems looming and 
no immediate answers regarding the future of the 
wastewater treatment plant, Minard said the wastewater 
treatment plant will drive the capital planning budget 
with $450,000 allocated towards initial research and 
planning for imminent upgrades to the plant. 

"The NPDES permit ranks number one,'' said 
Minard, saying the total could wind up costing $300,000 
for all they knew, ''but they really don't know because 
they really don't know what the requirements are yet." 

The group discussed the science behind the 
Environmental Protection Agency's limits of pollutants 
and the discharge of pollutants from the three unlined 
wastewater lagoons off Benson Brook Road and the 
potential costs. 

"It (the $450,000) should be enough to get you 
well down the road to figure out what you have to do," 
said Hills. 

The bid for a new pumper truck for the Fire 
Department remains at $540,000, even after an updated 
bid came in about two weeks ago, which Minard said was

Hills pointed out that the number does not 
account for the value of the truck the Town will trade in 
once the new one is purchased.

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There was some candid discussion about which 
Town entity should be driving the Master Plan project, 
agreeing that the selectmen should have an active role in 
the process. 

"That's their job/' said FinCom member Hamish 

Graven. 

Minard said, 'Tf they don't drive it, nothing is 
going to happen." A few minutes earlier Minard said 
pessimistically about the Master Plan project, "The 
selectmen use it as a foot rest and the town administrator 
uses it to prop up the paperwork he hasn't gotten to yet." 

Hills said the Planning Board is hoping to see the 
MP completed in two year's time. He said he is still hoping 
the Planning Board could eventually employ a part-time 
town planner to assist with the process, which will appear 
on the warrant as an article, hopefully for $30,000 as the 
Planning Board requests. FinCom did not comment on how 
much of that $30,000 it would support. 

After Hills left, the three FinCom members 
summarized the status of the FY16 budget, saying issues 
with the ORR School budget should be resolved soon. 
The committee questioned the necessity of a full-time 
principal at Sippican School with student population on the 
downswing, barring a sudden increase from the 40B project. 

"I personally don't think that the school needs a 
full-time principal at this point," said FinCom member 
Karen Kevelson. Perhaps in the next few years if there is 
any student population growth, she added. 

The next steps in the budget process: get a final 
number from ORR and adjust the free cash balance. The 
selectmen, said Minard, are expected to approve a final 
FY16 budget on March 31. 

The next meeting of the Marion Finance 
Committee is March 26 at 6:30 pm at 13 Atlantis Drive 
in the conference room when the committee will make 
final recommendations on the budget and Town Meeting 
warrant articles. 

School on Good Friday? 

ORR Update

An extra school day has students and teachers 
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talking at Old Rochester Regional High School this 
month. 

It was roughly a year ago when the Joint School 
Committee voted that Tri-Town schools would be in 
session on Good Friday of this year (April 3, 2015). When 
that announcement was made, a discussion emerged on 
the ethics behind the decision and received extensive 
coverage in the press. 

After dying down for the last 11 months, the 
dialogue has re-emerged on the topic. The school day will 
go on as planned and excused absences will be allowed 
for students to take the day off for religious reasons. 

A survey conducted of roughly 30 students 
(evenly split male and female, representing all grades) 
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indicated that the vast majority prefers not to have school 
on Good Friday. Some will chalk this up to the general 
feeling among high school students that any day off of 
school is a good one. However, most students backed up 
their statements by saying that Good Friday should be an 
optional school day or that excused absences should be 
allowed. 

The majority of surveyed students also plan to 
come to school on that day, regardless of their personal 
feelings on the matter. A few students, as well as two 
teachers and Principal Mike Devoll, were interviewed in 
greater depth on the matter. 

Science teacher Heidi Graser agrees with a 
position taken by several surveyed students - excused 
absences make sense. 

"I think it's fair,'' she said, adding that most 
people have to work on Good Friday. 

In reference to having the day before 
Thanksgiving off, which was acknowledged as a 
concession for having school on Good Friday, Graser said 
she was happy to have that day off. 

"The students are so excited [for the holiday 
weekend], but not much gets done," she said. 

Another point brought up by Graser was that 
the extra day was helpful for teachers like her, who 
teach Advanced Placement (AP) classes. However, she 
respects the decision of those students who will excuse 
themselves, explaining, "If you need to excuse yourself 
for religious reasons, you should." 

Math teacher Benjamin Tilton said the decision 
didn't faze him, and that "180 days is 180 days." His 
opinion isn't affected by all the snow days, and he added 
that he believes having no school on the day before 
Thanksgiving was a "fair exchange." 

Principal Mike Devoll said that excused absences 
will be allowed on Good Friday and explained that the 
decision to keep school in session on Good Friday was out 
of religious fairness. 

Defending the decision made a year prior, Devoll 
explained, "We don't take the Jewish holidays off, and 
Good Friday is not a holy day of obligation during the 
school hours," meaning that Catholic students can attend

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Mass later in the day. He added, 'It will be interesting to 
see our attendance rate for that day/' 

Senior Owen Lee takes the decision to have school 
with a grain of salt and provided a fresh opinion on the 
subject. 

'1 mourn the loss of a wonderful vacation day, 
but I don't have a true opinion," Lee said. "It's pretty 
fair," he continued, "as long as the status quo of the 
schedule [180 days] is maintained." 

Lee also said the abundance of snow days carried 
no weight in his opinion, and he projected that while 
some students will not attend school, rampant truancy 
would probably not be a problem. 

"I'm sure some students won't be happy with this

an important observance for our families and for our 
community. In addition to observing the historical and 
personal meaning of the day, many will be traveling and 
making preparations for Easter. 

The observance of Good Friday has a deep 
historical significance to our country and to our local 
area. And our nation has long recognized the secular 
importance of its religious traditions, such as when 
President Ulysses S. Grant declared Christmas a federal 
holiday in 1870. 

It is notable that Cuba □ a country which 
officially outlawed all religious observances and practices 
for decades □ declared just last year that Good Friday 
should be a national holiday every year in its country. 

Meanwhile, at almost the very same time that 
Cuba was making its historic reversal, the ORR School 
Committee was embracing a far different and darker 
policy □ similar to that in Havana back in 1959. The 
paradox is unsettling. 

Title VII of the Civil Rights Act clearly prohibits 
any form of negative repercussion or discrimination 
against an employee who stays home from work on Good 
Friday. We should trust that the ORR school district will 
strictly adhere to the spirit and letter of this law. 

To students, parents, teachers, administrators, 
office workers, bus drivers, cafeteria workers, and 
custodians who observe Good Friday: Let's stay home 
from school and work on this day so the committee will 
reverse its decision.

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Don't Stand So...

Can't Stand Losing You, Featuring Andy Summers, 
Sting, and Stewart Copeland. Directed by Andy Grieve. 
Running time: 87 minutes. 

There's probably a great documentary to be 
made about the swift rise and equally swift dissolution 
of the rock band the Police, but Can't Stand Losing You 
isn't it. It's actually the second film to tell the Police's 
story from the viewpoint of a band member ~ drummer 
Stewart Copeland' s Everyone Stares came first, in 2006, 
a year before the band got back together for a final 
world tour. Can't Stand Losing You climbs into the shoes 
of Police guitarist Andy Summers, whose memoir 
provides narration and whose artsy photos offer images 
of occasional interest. Summers is an amiable and 
hardworking sort, but of the three Police, his perspective 
seems the least interesting. 

The movie jumps back and forth in time, between 
the Police's humble origins and eventual peak and their 
2007 reunion. Summers tells us that during the band's 
punk-club days, they were often covered in audience 
spit, that being customary in the scene. In what may or 
may not be a witty transition, we cut to footage from the 
Police's reunion tour, and I thought to myself. Nobody 
would dare to gob onto Sting and the boys now. They're 
elder statesmen now, their new-wave platinum blond hair 
trending towards gray. At least the audience responds to 
them more appropriately than it did in the Synchronicity 
era, when we catch film of young fans bouncing gaily 
up and down as Sting belts out the Jungian agonies of 
"Synchronicity II." Older fans in 2007 listen to the same 
song and stay put. 

Summers goes through a mild variation on the 
rock-star lament. He punches the clock in a few bands 
(including the Animals) before finding the Police. He 
meets and marries psychiatrist Kate Lunken (no mention 
is made of Summers' first wife Robin Lane), has a 
daughter with her, and finds it increasingly difficult to 
focus on family life as the Police's star ascends. Kate asks 
for a divorce in 1981, but they remarry four years later. 




Given the craziness 
of the band's lives at 
their peak C77-'84), 
you'd think we'd hear 
some spicy stuff, but I 
guess Summers wants 
* you to buy his book. 
P J He emerges from the 
Police experience, and 
sinks back into it decades later, without much insight into 
any of it. He's clearly an everyman kind of guy, and the 
guy to talk to for idiosyncratic, pungent, poetic thoughts 
would be Sting, but I think we'll be waiting a long time 
for his documentary about the Police. (He and Stewart 
Copeland appear in this film by default, in backstage and 
onstage footage both vintage and more recent, but neither 
sits for an interview.) 

Was there a lot of tension in the band? Mostly 
between Sting and Copeland, we gather. A group 
interview conducted by MTV's Martha Quinn is 
interrupted when Sting sprints away from the table with 
Copeland in hot pursuit, and the two legendarily came 
to blows during the recording of "Every Breath You 
Take" (while Summers quietly came up with the tune's 
signature riff and laid it down in one take). Summers 
was and is a clean decade older than his bandmates and 
had more experience, yet they didn't seem to take him 
seriously ~ I counted at least two occasions when Sting 
rubs Summers' head affectionately but condescendingly, 
as though petting a beloved but stupid dog. How did 
Summers feel about this? The movie won't tell you. 

So this isn't the definitive Police documentary 
many will want it to be. Nor is it especially moving as a 
musical document. I suppose hardcore Andy Summers 
fans ~ there may be several out there ~ will dig it the 
most, though of the three, his post-Police career was the 
least familiar to me. Which means nothing, of course, 
nor does the Wikipedia factoid that made me emit a 
bark-like laugh, that in 2012 Rolling Stone named him the 
eighty-fifth greatest guitarist of all time ~ hell, no national 
magazine has ranked me the eighty-fifth greatest anything 
of all time, so I shouldn't talk. What matters is how 
interesting a movie subject he is and how interestingly he 
can paint a picture of the Police for us, and I'm afraid he 
comes up short both ways. Perhaps the person to talk to 
after all is Summers' psychiatrist wife.
